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ART MUSEUM TO FEATURE MOVIES MADE BY, STARRING CLEVELANDERS 
Clevelanders on Film 

Sundays, June 2-30, 1996. Admission $4, $3 CMA members 

(Cleveland, OH) The contributions of Clevelanders to the art and history of the movies have 
been many, but the work of a few individuals rises above the rest. On Sunday afternoons in June, 
the Cleveland Museum of Art salutes five of them in the series Clevelanders on Film. Ross 
Hunter, who died in March, produced a string of glossy, successful movies during the 50s and 
60s that not only revived the fortunes of Universal Pictures but also resurrected the careers of 
Lana Turner, Doris Day, and Rock Hudson. Dorothy Dandridge, one of Hollywood’s earliest 
black movie stars, was the first African American performer to be nominated for an Oscar in a 
lead role. Joel Grey won the Oscar for his unforgettable performance as the decadent Master of 
Ceremonies in Cabaret, Paul Newman, another Oscar winner, was the dominant male star of the 
60s and early 70s, and has made one quality film after another in a long and distinguished career. 
Bob Hope remains a legend — a witty, wise-cracking comedian who inspired no less than Woody 
Allen. Film program coordinator John Ewing: “We are proud to salute these five ex-Clevelanders 
in this series programmed to coincide with the city’s Bicentennial.” 

Sun/2 June, 1:30 Thoroughly Modem Millie (USA, 1967, color, 138 min.) directed by George Roy Hill, with Julie 
Andrews, Mary Tyler Moore, and Carol Channing. The late Ross Hunter, an ex-Clevelander, produced this lively, 
elaborate flapper-era musical about a Kansas girl in New York. 35 mm archive print. 

Sun/9 June, 1:30 Carmen Jones (USA, 1954, color, 105 min.) directed by Otto Preminger, with Dorothy Dandridge, 
Harry Belafonte, and Pearl Bailey. Bizet’s opera is transposed to an all-black milieu in Oscar Hammerstein’s 
powerful musical. For her role as the femme fatale, Cleveland-born Dandridge became the first African American to 
be nominated for the “Best Actress” Oscar. 35mm scope print! Pre-film talk (with music) by Dr. J. LanY6. 

Sun/16 June, 1:30 Cabaret (USA, 1972, color, 128 min.) directed by Bob Fosse, with Liza Minnelli, Michael York, 
and Joel Grey. Chilling musical about a naive American girl working as a cabaret singer in decadent prewar Berlin. 
Winner of 8 Oscars, including Best Actress (Minnelli), Best Supporting Actor (Grey), and Best Director. Original 
35mm I.B. Technicolor print! 

Sun/23 June, 1:30 Hud (USA, 1963, b&w, 1 12 min.) directed by Martin Ritt, with Paul Newman, Patricia Neal, and 
Melvyn Douglas. Hard-hitting drama about the bitter conflict between a stern, morally upright Texas rancher and his 
“no account” son. Neal, Douglas, and the cinematographer (James Wong Howe) won Oscars. From a Larry 
McMurtry novel. New 35mm scope print! 

Sun/30 June, 1:30 The Ghost Breakers (USA, 1940, b&w, 82 min.) directed by George Marshall, with Bob Hope 
and Paulette Goddard. There are laughs and chills aplenty in this tale of a man and a woman investigating a spooky 
Cuban mansion she has inherited. 
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
